Q13 and 14 have characteristics similar to paper 
produced by Nekoosa Edwards, Port Edwards, Wisconsin, vjith a 
plant in Potsdam, New York. 

No conclusion could be obtained regarding Q15, due ti 
the difficulty in staining because of resins - zinc oxide coating 
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Q23, 24 and 28 appears to be Hammermill Paper, Erie, 
Pennsylvania with plants in Lockhaven, Pennsylvania and Oswego, 
New York. Hammermill supplies paper to Xerox according to xero 
specification and also supplies paper to other sources under th 
same specifications. Therefore, no determination could be made 
as to whether the paper was Hammermill for Xerox or Hammermill 
for another source. It was concluded this paper is not Xerox 
1024 or Hammermill copy, due to the lack of water mark which 
indicates a Grade One- paper. The .paper appears to be Xerox 402 
{Grade Four), Xerox 1524 (Grade Five), Hammermill Fore copy 
(Grade Four) or Hammermill Savings copy. The difference between 
Grade Four and Grade Five paper is essentially due to the charac- 
teristics of the surface and this difference could not be ascertained 
due to toner and background on documents. The paper is a rela 
tively smooth common bond duplicator grade. 

REPRODUCTION METHODS . 

Olivetti Underwood Copia II and Copia III impart a 
distinct dark color border on both sides and the top of the copy 
These machines utilize zinc oxide coated paper. Olivetti Undef- 
wood is located Englewood Cliffs, New Jersey.

3M Process is Dual Spectrum. This process utilizes 
white and pink paper, each containing a chemical passing over 4" 
exposure section, which is then heat treated for development.

The Xerox 660 is in a family with Xerox 330 and 813, 
however, the 660 is the only xerox machine that reproduces at s. 
one to one ratio. This machine imparts certain mechanical 
characteristics upon the original and the copy. The top edge cf 
the original will have imparted upon it by the machine four pin- 
points which is caused by the document grippers. The document] 
grippers hold the original to the document drum during the cycle. 
Copies should have three double sets of pinch marks on the top i 
of the page, which is caused by the gripper bar. The gripper ' 
bar attaches to the copy and is pulled through the machine during 
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the cycle. Thin vertical lines, approximately two and one half 
inches from each side of the copy is caused by toner build-up ;>n 
the feed out rollers. Three wider vertical lines at the botton 
of the copy is caused by toner build-up on document drum under 
the stops.

This unique dot is 
reproduced on a eleven inch copy from a ten and ^ne half inch 
original. Therefore, the last one half inch of the eleven Inc 
copy is a reproduction of a one half inch section of the document 
drum. The dot can be caused by either dirt on the drum or a' 
chip from the drum. To reproduce the dot it is necessary to 
utilize a ten and one half inch original ana reproduce this on 
eleven inch paper. It Is noted that if '".en and one half inch 
document is reproduced on ten and one naif inch paper, the dot 
will not appear.

' We have fashioned hope with our bodies, as free' people must do. We oppose 
with our lives genocide in Viet Nam 'and the arms race, exploitative investment 
•abroad, rape of foreign manpower and resources, domestic racism, environmental 
ruin, and militarism in any form— Selective Service, lottery, or volunteer awaj 

We attach Selective Service because it illustrates the powarlesencns of 
oil Americans, as wall as the arrogance of power. It is to return control to 
the one, and to chock the other, -that wfhave acted. We believe that it will 
be impossible to reconstruct the draft records in Boston. All 1-A and 1-Y 
"files were destroyed, as were files for resistors, delinquents, non-registrants 
Chronological ledgers, alphabetical cross reference systems and minutes of draf 
• board meetings were also destroyed. 

* Our action demonstrates that non-violent civil "disobedience can effectively 
halt injustice. To us, such action is a profound moral and political duty, . 
necessary to exalt life and secure peace. . To these 'ends we deplore terroristic 
attacks which endanger life and engender fear.
